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Campus shelter houses evacuees

TJC opened Gentry Gym 
Sept. 21 to house special 
needs evacuees of Hurricane 
Rita. It soon made more 
space in Ornelas HPE Cen¬ 
ter and Wagstaff gym avail¬ 
able. 

The Northeast Texas Pub¬ 
lic Health District rann the 
shelter on campus with help 
from TJC students, faculty 
and staff. 

A special needs shelter 
provides individuals with 
care beyond that of a Red 
Cross shelter. It serves those 
who require home health 
care and nursing home resi¬ 
dents. 

Shelter residents have 
only basic supplies and a 
three by seven space to call 


their own. Beds are lined up 
only a few feet apart so resi¬ 
dents have no privacy in the 
main rooms. 

Many are nursing home 
patients who spent up to 18 
hours on a bus to reach Tyler. 

Phyllis Goff and her 
daughters evacuated from 
Jasper, one hour north of 
Beaumont, Sept. 22 after 
hearing of Rita’s shifted 
path. “There are about five 
trees downed in my front 
yard and my home is with¬ 
out power, water, or phone 
service,” Goff said. 

She is not sure when she 
will be able to return home. 

“When I called the police 
station, they told me it would 
be six to eight weeks before 
power is back on,” Goff said. 


Not sure what will happen' 
in the next few weeks, Goff 
has every intention of return¬ 
ing home as soon as she is 
allowed. 

“They was a senior from 
New Orleans having to start 
school in Utah, where she 
was evacuated. I can’t imag¬ 
ine how hard that is,” Goff 
said. 

Tracey Bales, who came 
to the shelter as a volunteer, 
now coordinates volunteer 
activities. She commended 
the TJC football and basket¬ 
ball teams on their volunteer 
activities, saying they were 
even more valuable than 
health workers. 

“They moved beds and 
equipment and fed and 
showered evacuees. These

Evacuees appreciate care at TJC shelter after 18-hour bus rides

TJC opened its facilities 
and its heart to house special 
needs evacuees from hurri¬ 
canes Katrina and Rita. 

These people have health 
problems that require special 
care. Most live in nursing 
homes or retirement centers. 

More than 200 evacuees 
from southeast Texas and 
southern Louisiana have 
spent the last week in the 
Ornelas HPE Center and 
Wagstaff Gymnasium. 

They have received medi¬ 


cal aid and compassion from 
TJC students, faculty and 
staff, Tyler citizens and the 
National Guard. 

Beaumont and nearby 
towns lay right in Rita’s path. 
The city sustained major 
damage as a result of wide¬ 
spread flooding and power 
outages. 

New Orleans native Dou¬ 
glas Ordes remained in high 
spirits although he and a few 
others from his apartment 
complex had been trans¬ 
ported between various 
places. 


“We evacuated New Or¬ 
leans Friday after Katrina 
hit,” Ordes said. “They 
moved 40 of us on a Grey¬ 
hound bus to a Christian 
camp. The camp couldn’t 
handle all of us, so they split 
us up and we came here.” 

They thought they would 
go to Pine Cove Conference 
Center, one evacuee said. 

“We left at 1:30 and took 
about 19 hours,” Henrietta 
Marshall, 88, said. “The 
weather was fine, but we 
traveled bumper to bumper. 
We headed for Pine Cove, 


but they had only bunk 
beds,” she said. 

Many of the evacuees 
need help to stand up, sit 
down or walk. Some are in 
wheelchairs. 

Marshall has outlived all 
her family except for one 
niece who lives in 
Georgetown. She was very 
cheerful and upbeat, espe¬ 
cially in her thanks for the 
care she is receiving. 

“They have been so good 
to us. I would like to thank 
everyone from the military 
right down to the College. 


Everything is comfortable 
and warm,” Marshall said. 
“Everything has been pro¬ 
vided for us and the food is 
wonderful.” 

Ordes has been in Ornelas 
Center with four other 
friends since Sept. 24. They 
spend their time laughing 
and joking to make light of 
the situation. 

“For us, it’s like a three- 
week vacation,” Ordes said. 

“We’re not going back to 
New Orleans. They might as

well just tear the whole city down.” 

Raymond Dratz, 88, lived in an independent 
living facility in Beaumont. Dratz, who has no 
living relatives, is a diabetic. He requires medi¬ 
cation, a special diet and a constant supply of 
oxygen. 

He was told he might leave to go “some 
place.” Exactly where, he was not sure, but the 
packed, old-fashioned suitcase on his cot 
seemed to comfirm he would move soon. 

Though not able to speak clearly, Dratz said 
he was feeling all right and his accommoda¬ 
tions are comfortable. 

Help has been abundant since the shelter 
opened. Many TJC athletes and other students 
have donated their time and effort to help the 
doctors and nurses at the shelter. TJC faculty, 
staff and Tyler residents have also worked four- 
hour shifts or longer caring for the evacuees. 

“It’s great,” Charles Jordan of Disaster Re¬ 
lief said. “I never thought I would see people 
opening their doors.” 

TJC is attempting to make the evacuees as 
comfortable as possible. Computers are avail¬ 
able for playing games and searching the 
Internet, and many books, crayons and color¬ 
ing books have been donated for younger evacu¬ 
ees. 

“I like it here because I get to color,” J’Ada, 
4, said. 

The general atmosphere at the Center in mid- 
morning was animated and positive. Auxiliary 
staff were working feverishly to ensure residents 
continued comfort and good health. 

“We will be going back to Beaumont this 
morning,” Marshall said. “They will not be giv¬ 
ing us lunch, but we will stop for pizzas along 
the say, so they say.” She was mistaken. 

Dozens of evacuees have already been moved 
to other shelters. Those remaining will continue 
to see the love and kindness shared by TJC stu¬ 
dents, faculty and staff as well as Tyler volun¬ 
teers. 

“The help has been amazing,” Major Steve 
Sanderfer of the Texas State Guard said. “Tyler 
has really opened their arms.”

One pint 
of blood can save three lives. 

Much of today’s medical 
care in Tyler hospitals, Trin¬ 
ity Mother Frances and East 
Texas Medical Center, only 
blocks away from TJC, and 
the University of Texas 
Health Center north of Tyler, 
depend on a steady supply of 
blood. 

“The actual blood dona¬ 
tion usually takes less than 
10 minutes,” Marketing and 
Communications Director 
Lorie D. Schenck at Stewart 
Regional Blood Center said. 
The entire process, from 
sign-in to the time the donor 
leaves, takes about an hour. 
Only a pint of blood is taken 
and it does not decrease the 
donor’s strength. 

Each student who donates 
receives a free T-shirt. 

“All blood types are in the 
critical category except A+,” 
Schenck said. 

“If every eligible donor 
would give blood four times 
a year there would never be 
any shortages,” Schenck 
said.

Debit cards not welcome at campus venues

Students who plan to use their 
debit cards at the Deli-Depot or 
Starbucks on campus often find 
themselves in a jam. 

If they didn’t bring cash, they can 
either hunt down the nearest ATM, 
possibly risking being late for their 
next class, or they can eat off cam¬ 
pus. Students are not allowed the 
luxury of debit card transactions at 
snack stores on campus. 


The major increase in the use of 
debit cards at the point of sale is good 
news to retailers, according to a 2005 
STAR Consumer Payments Usage 
Study. 

When consumers use their debit 
cards, they spend more, according to 
the Star Study. Debit purchases are 
32 percent higher than cash pur¬ 
chases and 24 percent higher than 
purchases made by check. 

The Study shows grocery stores, 
gas stations and specialty retail lo¬ 


cations are the most likely to ben¬ 
efit, because these are the most popu¬ 
lar outlets for PIN-secured debit pay¬ 
ments. 

Debit card usage is especially 
popular with card holders between 
the ages of 21 and 54. That age range 
accounts for 93 percent of students 
attending TJC, according to the 
SACS Survey. 

“It’s a hassle!” auto mechanics 
major Brandon Briggs said. “If you 
get all the way down to the Deli- 


Depot and realize you don’t have any 
cash, you have to walk to the oppo¬ 
site end of the campus to find the 
nearest ATM.” 

Campus Cafeteria Catering Man¬ 
ager Alison McGowen said giving 
students the option of debit transac¬ 
tions is “not something that’s been 
pursued before. If it’s something that 
I start hearing from students about, 
if there’s a demand for it. I’ll gladly 
change it.”

Faculty, staff to serve more students increase

With new faculty and staff 
to serve a larger student 
population, TJC trustees ap¬ 
proved a $2.9 million budget 
increase at their August 
meeting. 

That is a 6.6 percent in¬ 
crease from the last fiscal 
year, Fred Peters, marketing 
and public information direc¬ 
tor, said. The budget is an 
approximation of the mini¬ 


mum funds needed to 
achieve goals and projects 
set for the year, he said 

The three percent salary 
increase for full-time faculty 
and staff is a major factor in 
the bigger budget. The 
higher cost of utilities last 
year is another, Peters ex¬ 
plained. 

Climate control worked 
overtime due to the hotter 
summer and colder winter, 
causing a “dramatic increase 


in heating and cooling” 
costs, Peters said. 

Many people believe the 
substantial amount of cam¬ 
pus construction underway 
caused the budget increase. 
This is not true, Peters said, 
because private donations, or 
moneys from the “Plant” and 
“Reserve” funds provide for 
most campus construction. 

The new tennis courts at 
the corner of Devine and 
Palmer streets will be com¬ 


pleted in October, Peters 
said. The older courts across 
Palmer will be demolished 
and transformed into a park¬ 
ing lot for students. 

Although TJC needs a 
new classroom building, that 
project probably won’t get 
started within this fiscal year 
due to the amount of mon¬ 
eys needed, Peters said 

An increase in annual bud¬ 
get may seem like a good 
idea, but it may also have its 


budget 

down side. “Its important to 
live within means,” Peters 
said, “...but you also need to 
keep up with growth and in¬ 
flation.” 

Colleges and universities 
are highly competitive insti¬ 
tutions today. 

We need to stay within 
bounds, but we also need to 
stay competitive with other 
higher education institu¬ 
tions,” Peters said.
